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Town discusses off-site levy increase

Through coiupuiisoiLs with other munici¬ 
palities ;u»d a planned meeting with area 
developers, the Town of Didsbury is eyeing a 
change to its present off-site levy bylaw. 

Town municipal development officer 
Robert Wigg says the current off-site levy 
bylaw is dated and dot's not reflect the pres¬ 
ent costs of development in Didsbury. 

At present, the town, under bylaw 1)7-11 is 
charging $1,180.22 per dwelling unit. 

The proposal council Is considering and 


has gnuittMl first reading to, would see offsite 
levies paid at the change of ownership l>e 
$2,950.53 per dwelling unit, or $1,800 paid at 
the time of the endorsement of subdivision 
registration documents. 

Before advancing the proposal, the town 
will meet with developers who are currently 
active in town and those who have expressed 
interest in Didsbury, for feedback on change 
Dec. 4. 

Mayor Brian Wittal says council will 1 h> 
soliciting the developers for ideas while also 
presenting their status and feelings towards 
the pn'sent bylaw. 


"As a town, should we as taxpayers l>e sub¬ 
sidizing new developments? Maybe a little 
bit, because then 1 Is an advantage with the 
growth that it gives our town...but 1 don't 
think a 40 |>er cent subsidy Is realistic, and 
that's where we're at right now." 

Wigg presented a comparison conducted 
by ISL indicating how Didsbury's offsite levy 
costs measure against Carstairs, Olds, 
Crossfield, Innlsfail, and Calamar. 

"We have a lot of areas that the town is 
going to annex," said Wigg of a recent inter¬ 
municipal development agreement with 
Mountain View County. 


"We really don't know at this stage what 
the impact of those developments are." 

Wigg says, with one exception, the* town 
has had only one off-site levy bylaw. 

"That's fairly common in small towns. We 
don't necessarily have a lot of variety," said 
Wigg, mentioning the City of Airdrie and the 
Town of ('amrose as examples of municipal¬ 
ities that have different off-site levy bylaws 
across town. 

"We may 1 h> looking in that direction as we 
look at annexation, as to how some of those 
areas will impact the town and how some of 
those long-term costs will affect the town."

Preventing 
family 
violence is 
everyone’s 
business

As the province recognizes Family Violence 
Prevention Month, residents are encouraged to bring 
attention to abusive situations and to take pro-active 
action to help victims. 

And with many types and levels of abuse occurring in 
Alberta communities these days, finding solutions must 
more than ever involve a community-wide effort. 

The province says there are four principal types of 
domestic violence specifically directed against children: 

• Neglect, which includes failing to provide adequate 
food, clothing, shelter, health care or protection from 
harm, and not meeting a child’s needs for affection and 
a sense of belonging. 

• Emotional injury, which can include exposure to 
family violence or severe conflict, inappropriate 
criticism, threats, humiliation, accusations or 
expectations. 

• Physical abuse, when someone uses force against a 
child on purpose and it results in physical ii\jury. 

• Sexual abuse, which can include introducing a child 
to any sexual contact, activity or behavior, including 
sexual touching and sexual intercourse. 

While it is not now possible to foresee the day when 
domestic violence may be eradicated in Alberta, it is 
possible to take concrete steps to fight the problem, 
including knowing what to look for and where to turn 
when confronting violence in homes and schools. 

Signs of possible abuse may include when a child 
refuses to participate in or dress appropriately for phys¬ 
ical activities, has unexplained bruises or injuries, espe¬ 
cially in places where children do not usually get hurt 
when playing, or has bruises or other injuries where the 
child’s explanation does not match the nature of the 
injuries. The province says if you suspect a child is being 
abused by a parent or guardian, do not notify the parent 
or guardian, but instead call the police, the local child 
and family services authority or the 24-hour child abuse 
hotline at 1-800-387-KIDS. 

This year young Albertans are being brought into the 
fight against family violence and bullying through the 
new Art of Peace Challenge, which will see young artists 
create works aimed specifically at heightening aware¬ 
ness and promoting dialogue. 

Thousands of young people age 14 to 20 are expected 
to take part in the challenge, bringing an important seg¬ 
ment of the population into the battle against the 
scourges of family violence and bullying. 

Chinook’s Paige School Board officials says letting 
young people take a lead role in combating bullying and 
family violence is a welcome step in the right direction. 

"If we can work to find alternatives to resolving 
conflicts, then we can do some good," said superintend¬ 
ent Jim Gibbons. 

As the province's population continues to grow, there 
is a growing need to meet domestic violence and bully¬ 
ing head on.

Leaders need a serious 
reality check

Ever read the newspaper and get 
the eerie feeling that you’ve 
entered the Twilight Zone? 

I’ve been getting that feeling a lot 
recently. Here’s the source of my 
current frustration: scientists’ 
warnings about the threats that 
global warming pose to nature, 
human health and the world econo¬ 
my have never been more acute, 
more specific or more worrisome. 

Some of the latest stories include 
the following: the U.S. National 
Snow and Ice Data Center reports 
that this year Arctic sea ice shrank 
to the smallest area ever recorded 
in the 30-year history of satellite 
monitoring. 

A study from the journal 
Geophysical Research Letters 
reports that Greenland is rising by 
some four centimeters a year due 
to melting ice - a four-fold increase 
in just four years. Another article in 
the same journal reports that new 
computer models indicate a 90 per 
cent reduction in greenhouse gas 
emissions by 2050 will be required 
if we are to hav e any hope of pre¬ 
venting dangerous climate change. 

Efforts to reduce those emissions 
aren’t going so well, either. A study 
published in t he Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
reported that, in the first six years 
of this new century, c arbon dioxide 
(the main greenhouse gas) emis¬ 


sions rose more than twice as fast 
as they did during the 1990s. Not 
exactly good news. 

But, the authors report, the 
earth’s natural carbon "sinks" such 
as forests and oceans that store 
carbon and buffer us against cli¬ 
mate change don’t appear to be 
working as efficiently as they did 
50 years ago. In other words, 
Mother Nature’s ability to soak up 
our greenhouse pollution is weak¬ 
ening - and that threatens to speed 
up global warming even more. 

All of these stories were reported 
in October. Then, towards the end 
of the month, Julie Gerberding, the 
director of the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
testified before the Senate 
Environment and Public Works 
committee. The Committee was 
holding its first-ever session on the 
health impacts of climate change. 

And what happened? The White 
House censored her report. 
According to an article in the jour¬ 
nal Science, her 12-page report was 
cut in half. Scientists with the CDC 
said it was "gutted" and sections 
that talked about some of the 
health implications of global warm¬ 
ing, including the effects of heat 
waves, increases in infectious dis¬ 
eases and worsening allergic dis¬ 
eases, were entirely removed. 

This is where it starts feeling like 
the Twilight Zone. Like we’ve gone 
back in time. Here we have the gov¬ 
ernment of the most powerful 


nation on Earth still living in denial 
- in spite of all the evidence. In 
spite of the empirical data, the 
computer models, the satellite 
readings. In spite of the fact that 
the country’s former vice president 
and the international scientific 
body investigating the problem just 
won a Nobel Peace Prize for their 
work on climate change. In spite of 
all that, the White House still con¬ 
tinues to censor its own scientists. 

What’s happening in the U.S. 
wouldn’t be quite as disturbing if 
our own federal government was 
actually making headway on the 
issue. It isn’t. Although our prime 
minister says he takes global warm¬ 
ing very seriously, his government 
has thus far done nothing that will 
result in significant greenhouse gas 
reductions. 

Here’s a message for all leaders: 
Talk won’t solve global warming. 
Wishful thinking, or "aspirational" 
targets won’t stop global warming. 
Happy educational programs won’t 
solve global warming. Targets and 
timelines for substantially reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions, a car¬ 
bon-pricing mechanism, protecting 
our natural carbon sinks and a mas¬ 
sive ramp-up of research and devel¬ 
opment in renewable energy and 
efficiency, all brought together at 
an international scale, can. Until 
that happens, we’re just living in 
the Twilight Zone.

various categories. The biggest group 
involved ways of improving student learning 
in various subjects across the grades. Some 
examples of titles are: “Munchy Math” (ways 
to integrate edible manipulative^ into the K-3 
math program), “Ideas for Social Studies and 
the Grade 8 Curriculum”, “Writing with 
IVimary Children” and “Improving Diploma 
Results in Math and Science”. 

The next largest category demonstrated 
the use of computers, or interactive technol¬ 
ogy, as an important tool in student learning. 
I counted sixteen of these with titles like, 
“Power Point: Tips and Dicks for the 
Classroom Teacher”, “Technology 
Integration in the Middle School”, and “What 
a Wonderful Website” (appropriate websites 
to use in the elementary classroom). 

There were a sizable niunber of workshops 
devoted to what could t>e called the feelings 
and behaviour domain. They demonstrate 
that much of what our staff does is like par¬ 
enting. A sample of such presentations 
would be: “Preventing and Dealing with 
Bullying”, “Character Education”, 
“Impacting a Child’s Self Esteem”, and 
“Empowering Student leaders to Make a 
Difference in Your School”. 

This area also provided staff with a chance 
to recharge their own batteries through an 
introduction to “Tai Chi - Meditation in 
Motion", “Resiliency for Teachers and 
Students” and “Yoga in the Classroom". 

It was good to see so many of our support 
staff involved. These titles give a good idea 
of the important personnel who do vital 


work for our students on a daily basis: 
“Educational Assistants and the Iaiw", 
“Revenue Allocation & Credit Enrollment 
Re|H)rting System” (for secretaries), “IAN 
TECH M*H*ting" (for the computer wizards 
who keep things running smoothly in each 
school), “School library Advocacy" (for our 
library technicians), and “Jast What Is the 
Family School Wellness Worker Aiyway?” 

Not only was this day organized by our 
own staff but it involved many of them as 
presenters, hence the title for the program - 
“Talent from Within”. Aside from tire formal 
sessions a lot of learning occurs when staff 
from the same specialties get together and 
compare notes on how they do things. I 
think throughout our division people are 
constantly trying to improve their work with 
and for children but these PD days give an 
extra boost to that endeavour. 

Significant as this day was it’s important to 
know tliat professional development Is not 
just an annual event in our division but 
occurs throughout the year with smaller 
groups of staff working together at different 
grade levels and different subjects to 
enhance student learning. It is a rnqjor part 
of one of our core values - continuous 
improvement, and the Board believes it Is 
essential in providing the l>est service we 
can to our students.
